Schools and Taxes 

Sierra Madreans bucked the trend last week, if 
only by the slenderest margin, and approved a new 
school tax limit 50 cents higher than the present one. 

Much credit for the victory must go to the YES 
Committee which labored long and hard, particularly '* - 

during the final hours, in getting out the vote and 
persuading a reluctant public to cast ballots in favor 
of the tax measure. 

The victory, if it can be called that, illustrates 
several points. 

IT SHOWS, for example, that a dedicated group 
can accomplish a near miracle despite a trend to the 
contrary and in the face of determined opposition. 

It illustrates also that the public is growing in- 
creasingly weary of paying more and more taxes and 
tends to lump them all in one big basket labeled “The 
Tax Rate.” The merits of a particular request for < 

more money seems to make little difference. If it 
costs more a great percentage of the public is 

The fate of our public schools, therefore, ap- 
pears to hang on the slimest of threads—the whim of 
the public. Indeed, it seems that every time our j 

school officials wish to improve the system, ev'en if 
only new textbooks are required, they must go to the 
public and beg for funds. —- 

If the public turns them down, which is fre- 
quently the case, the educational system begins to 
deteriorate, classrooms become overcrowded, out- 
dated teaching materials are used, the roof leaks, the 
school bus falls apart and the cafeteria is obliged 
either to close its doors or serve pigs feet and tripe 
for lunch. {

He added that the City 
Council is “elected by all tlic 
people to serve all the 
people" and is not obliged 
to receive personal oral com¬ 
munications nor to read let¬ 
ters. 

"Persons who will not 
mointain order" he said, 
or who become riotous or 
who interfere with the nor¬ 
mal and orderly processing 
of muncipal affairs may 
be ejected from a public 
meeting." 

THE COUNCIL abided by 
Mr. Martin’s opinion later in 
the meeting and did not road 
a letter submitted by Noren 
Eaton, local attorney. Mayor 
Charles H. James pointed 
out, however, tliat the letter 
i.s on file and may bo read 
tiy interested citizen. 

Mr. Baton’s letter urged 
the City Council to use sales 
tax funds for the purpose of 
lowering the tax rate and 
not for capital improve¬ 
ments.
